"Washington, Sept. 28.—Final preparations for the launching of 
the second liberty loan of three billion dollars or more were completed 
today with the publication of details of the offering by Secretarj' 
McAdoo. 


A nation-wide campaign to obtain patriotic subscriptions to the 
loan will be started Monday and %vill close October 27. 
. 


Prominent among the features 
of the new offering is the privilege i 
of converting bonds of this issue 
into bonds of any subsequent 
series carrying an interest rate in 
excess of 4 per cent. 


The terms of pajment are two per 
cent on application, eighteen per cent 
Nov. 15, forty per cent Dec. 14 and 
forty per cent Jan. 15, 1918. At an in- 
terest of four per cent the bonds will 
be issued in denominations of $50 and 
more. 


They will mature in 25 years but 
may be redeenied at the expii-ation of 
ten years at the option of the secretary 
of the trea.sury.

m a n walked down the gangplank of a 
•teamer just arrived at Havre, France^ 
from America. 


His hair, oace htack, would soon be 
white.

twinkled. 
A 
reddish- 
brown beard made him look older than 
he really was. 
His carriage was mil- 
itary. 


War had been declared in France 
only a few weeks before and the au- 
thorities were suspicious of entering 
strangers. 


Le Mosnager had hardly reached the 
dock before he was In the custody of 
the police who demanded his buainess. 


"I'm here to enlist in the a r m y , " he 
•aid, In perfect French. The g e n d a r m e 
lauffhed derisively. 


"What, an old m a n like you enlist 
in t h e a r m y ! 
Impossible!" 


Ii« Meanager took from his pocket 
a little case that contained the highest 
medal a French soldier can receive. 


'1 came from America and f o u g h t 
for France In 1870 and they gave m e 
this," 
he 
said simply. 
"I've come 
back to fight again." 


It was no time for quibbling. 
The 
G e r m a n s were h a m m e r i n g their way 
toward 
Paris 
and 
every 
available 
F r e n c h m a n 
was 
being 
rushed 
to 
arms. 


The gendarme said: 
"If you're de- 
termined to enlist, there's a recruiting 
station down the street." 


The recruiting officer hesitated. "A 
m a n 64 years old and a private in t h e 
infantry!" .It's almost u n h e a r d of." 


Le Mesnager's F r a n c o - P r u s s i a n w a r 
medal again got him by. 
T h a t night 
he was on a troop train for the front. 


T h a t was three years ago. 
Today 
Le Mesnager, nearing his sixty-eighth 
birthday, is a F r e n c h infantry lieuten- 
a n t and 
his breast 
is covered 
with 
medals. 


He received his first wound, a rifle 
ball t h r o u g h the arm, seven days a f t e r 
he arrived at the front. 
It put him in 
the hospital for a month. 
W h e n 
he 
went back they m a d e him a sergeant 
for gallant conduct. 


F o r m o n t h s Le ^ e s n a g e r fought in 
the trenches at Verdun, in one of the 
greatest and longest battle in history. 


One day the a m m u n i t i o n ran short 
and the colonel called for a volunteer 
to bring up an ammunition train. 
The 
German b o m b a r d m e n t was terrific. 
It 
seemed sure death. 


Le Mesnager volunteered and In a 
short time brought up ammunition. 


A few days later the old Californlan 
was called before his regiment and the 
"Croix 
de 
Guerre" 
(cross of w a r ) 
pinned on his coat. 
He was mentioned 
in dispatches. 


"Every 
soldier 
should 
have 
the 
courage and spirit of this veteran com- 
rade," the colonel told his regiment. 


It wasn't 
long until Le 
Mesnager 
was commissioned a litutenant. 


One evening he was chatting with 
his regimental a d j u t a n t when a Ger- 
m a n shell passed between them. 
It 
exploded almost at their feet. 


By .some miracle neither was Icilled, 
but both were hurled quite a distance. 
Le Mesnager recovering, found 
him- 
self on the ground under a tree. 


He looked around and found parts 
of the German sliell which he gath- 
ered up and carried back to his trench. 


"It was nothing 
at all, nothing at 
all," 
he 
laughed. 
"Don't 
ever be 
afraid of a shell like this one. 
It's 
only the shell that hits you that you 
need to dread." 


His colonel heard tliis r e m a r k 
and 
was so impressed with the old 
fighter's 
"spirit" t h a t he recommended him for 
f u r t h e r 
honors. 
This 
time 
he 
was 
decorated with the "palm." 


Another medal was given him for 
bravery irt hand-to-hand conflict. 
Le 
Mesnager's regiment had "gone over 
the tops," but soon found itself sur- 
rounded by a superior force. 


A big G e r m a n picked the old m a n 
out es his own particular prey, but Le 
Mesriager ran hirn through. 
A little 
later he discovered the hiding 
place 
of the bugler who was sounding the 
G e r m a n charge. 
Three shots silenced 
him. 


Le Mesnager has been a resident of 
Los Angeles since 1867. 
He lived in 
F r a n c e until he was 16, when he emi- 
grated to America. He is a full-fledged 
American, and has been .since he was 
21. 
In Los Angeles he is a substantial 
citizen.

It is not 
bidding for peace upon any terms that it does 
not mean to accept and that it is not willing 
to fight for to any length of endurance. Von 
Tripitz and the Junkers are thoroughly at one 
where and in what manner the national food! in the respect that they believe in themselves

Save for the shortage of wheat—which 
itself is not actually calamitous—the greatest 
abundance of foodstuffs in the country's his- 
tory has been produced this year.

War gardens alone are said to have yielded 
something Like a $350,000,000 aggregate of 
edibles on top of regular production. Allow- 
ing reasonably "and even generously for the 
general level of ''war prices" the cost of liv- 
ing is abnormal and burdensome» It is just 
this that the national food administration is 
designed to prevent. It may be that there has 
been no adoption of the general practice of 
economy and conservation that have been 
urged with so much steadfastness and that be- 
cause demand for consumption has not been 
in an ydegree nor in any respect abated that 
pricoGf continue to soar. It is just possible 
that later in the season when domestic con- 
sumption begins to have recourse to the con- 
•erved stores in household cellars and pantries 
the food trades will be brought into competi- 
tion with a factor that they are not just yet 
appreoiating at its full value. 


In the meantime, the outcome of the Chi- 
oag^o inquiry will be awaited with more than 
ordinary interest and expectancy.

Yesterday was a big day, the big- 
gest for me that I have had in Franco. 
We have been waiting for a call any 
hour for the past four weeks and yes- 
terday afternoon we got it. 
We have 
been living in our cars, you 
know, 
sleeping on our stretchers with all oui^, 
baggage in the car. 


When the order came we had to get 
everything out of our cars, the stretch- 
ers slung, see if everything was ship- 
shape, and be ready to leave in ten 
minutes. 
It was some hustle but we 
did it and were one of the first in line 
ready to start. 
We were called to one 
of the triage hospitals, which are the 
hospitals to which the wounded are 
taken from the post de cours (first line 
hospital, preparatory to being picked 
up by the ambulance drivers), which 
are very close to the trenches. 


The hospital we went to was about 
eight or nine miles back of the front 
lines and we supposed we were to do 
evacuation work, that Is, carry the 
blesses (the wounded) from there way 
back to a base hospital. 
We stopped 
once on our way and when we tried 
to crank the car again we couldn't get 
any results at all. 


As a result almost every car in the 
line passed us, and when we finally dis- 
covered the trouble and got stai-ted wo 
were fifth from the last. 
We 
finally 
arrived at the hospital and lined up 
to receive our charges. 
It was pretty 
slow going and we had a long time to 
wait, BO wo got out and walked around. 
It was the closest to the front I had 
ever been and there were lots of. inter- 
esting sights. 


Sky n U e d With Alrplanea, 


There were several airplane 
fields 
there and the sky was filled with air- 
planes, Several times we could see the 
French shooting at Bocho planes over 
us and every few minutes 
a 
plane 
would rise from the field and soar off. 


We, Dee and I, walked up to the hos- 
pital and the first tent we looked into 
•was jammed 
with Boche 
wounded. 
They were a sorry, gory sigh>, 
Men 
with no chins, one eye, one arm or leg, 
shot t» pieces and covered with bloody 
rags. 
Their uniforms were torn and 
covered with mud and blood. 
It cer- 
tainly was a ghastly sight. We walked 
on up to the rest of the buildings and 
looked in, 


Some were filled with Boche wound- 
ed, others with French, most of them 
just recently brought'in with the rough 
di-easings they receive at the post do 
eecours, They all bore it well, though, 
and there was very little groaning or 
moaning. 


Then we walked up to where they 
were loading and discharging cars. The 
cars were coming in with loads of 
*from three to Ave wounded, in a steady 
strjBsim. It was my first real glimpse 
of tha horror o r the war, and it was 


captured and seemed glad to be peis- 
oners so tliey could get out of 
the 
trenches. 
There was an awful lot of 
them. 


We waited and waited for our loads, 
but nothing happened. 
Meaxiwhile all 
the other cars had gone, leaving only 
five. 
Finally about 8:30 in the even- 
ing, they asked us in and gave us 
some supper and tea and wine in the 
hospital. 
It certainly tasted good. 


Bodies Bomb Hospitr.:. 


After that we thought we would go, 
but they did not load us and wo pulled 
out a couple.,of stretchers and some 
blankets 
and 
made 
a 
bed on the 
ground, as we thought we might be 
there all night. 
I Avas lying almost 
asleep when all of a sudden from the 
sky I heard the roar of an aetoplane 
motor, then a tremendous boom and 
felt the whole hospital buildin.g shake, 
then a great flash. 


Immediately the' rockets began to fly 
and the guns to boom 
and 
several 
searchlights began piercing the sky 
in search of the Boche plane. 
Ke had 
been high in the air, and had shut ofC 
his motor and coasted slightly down to 
a very low level, probably two or three 
hundred 
yards, 
then 
dropped 
his 
bomb, turned on his motor and was 
off like a shot before the place was 
awake. 


The whole place was soon alive, the 
sky was filled with 
bursting shells, 
rockets, warning Roman candies and 
searchlights. 
I rushed to the building 
as soon as 
I 
could 
and 
crouched 
against the wall, as -everyone else in 
the whole place did. 
We thought it 
was a pretty close shave, and thought 
probably it was a single Boche plane 
which had sneaked up trying to de- 
moliah the aviation camp, but it was 
mild to what was coming. We were all 
wide awako then and soon we heard 
another plane above. 


Second Bomb Hits Hospital. 


The searchlights tried 
to 
find 
it, 
but didn't seem to do any good and 
suddenly It swooped down, and there 
was a blinding 
flash, 
a 
tremendous 
roar, and again we sought cover by 
lying flat on our faces on the ground 
against a wall. 
The 
bomb 
threw 
stones and dirt all around us and as 
we looked up we saw it had struck 
one of the hospital buildings a hun- 
dred yards away. 


It was an incendiary bomb and in 
half a minute 
the 
whole 
building, 
wooden, of course, was a roaring mass 
of 
flames. 
I never say fire envelop a 
building so quickly In my life. 
The 
blaze lit up the whole country for a 
mile or more and wo and the hospita. 
were plainly visible to the attacking 
planes. 
The fire they had 
started 
made a splendid target for the planes 
and they proceeded to make good use 
of it. 


There must have been a whole lot 
of planes. 
For a while all would be 
quiet and people started 
to 
resume 
their usual work, and we started out 
to watch the 
fire. 
Then we would 
hear, sometimes see, a plane In the 
air, the warning rockets and 
guns 
would begin to pop, and we would see 
the plane swoop down, a moment of 
deadly silence, then another 
terrlw 
crash and again we would lie prone 
while the debris, etc., fell all around 
us on Ihe buildings. 


Atttusk iMMtm T w o 
H o u r s . 


They kept that up |;or two hours a^ 
l^itervala ot a few mjlnuteib 


and every one In the place did like- 
wise. The bombs were pretty bad, but 
the cry of "gas" was the last straw; 
as it is fearful stuff, and I endured 
the terrible smell of the mask and 
the uncomfortable feeling of. it with 
gladness and 1 was mighty glad we 
had them. 


After our car was loaded with its 
load of wrecked bodies we had to wait 
for the other four cars to load. 
It 
took a good deal of time and it was 
nervous work sitting in the car with 
the engine running waiting either to 
go or be bombed. 


On Duty Under Fire. 


Finally, the order came to move and 
we pulled out and 
passed the 
still 
flaming 
building, past a dead horse 
that had been fearfully mangled, out 
on the road. 
We could still hear the 
planes above and every now and then 
a terrific explosion, or a great flash of 
light, according to whether the bomb 
was just explosive or incendiary as 
well. 


One I saw strike a little ways oft in 
a field and a great column of stones 
and dirt shot skyward. 
Finally, we 
were off and it was with a sigh of 
relief that we saw the glow of the 
fire • fade in the distance and as we 
breathed fresh air again without our 
masks. 


Every now and then we could see the 
fiash of the incendiary bombs. 
They 
lighted up the road for us for a couple 
of miles or more. 
Of course we drove 
without lights and did not find It so 
very difficult, either, although we had 
to drive very slowly. 
We finally ar- 
rived without further excitement at 
the hospital that was our destination 
and discharged our wounded. 


Most of the cars had received their 
wounded at the hospital we just came 
from during the bombardment. 
One 
of the cars had two dead men In It 
when they arrived, but ours were all 
alive, but some had terrifying holes In 
them. 
After we had 
received 
«vr 
stretchers and blesse' blankets hMk 
we proceeded back to our old camp 
and arrived about 3 a. m., tired and 
sleepy, and no longer filled with any 
looking at the men In the hospital, and 
having no longer the rather scornful 
idea of the effect of the air raids. 


Wounded Are Banted to Death. 
This morning we heard they drop- 
ped some forty bombs. 
Many of the 
wounded In th.e hospital were burned 
to death, as they couldn't move and 
there was no time for the others to 
take them out. It was not over a min- 
ute at the most after the bomb struck» 
that the whole sky was a 
mass 
of 
flames. 
Our American chef, who has 
been in the service many months and 
who has seen many bombardments by 
aeroplanes and artillery, was ther* 
and said it was one of the worst he had 
ever seen, as the bombs were much 
worse than the heaviest shell«, and 
there were so many of tliem. 


He. said before the whole section 
this noon that ws stood It very wslL 
It certainly was quite a baptism of flrci^ 
for the first time we have dons any;v 
work, but I am mighty alad I was 
there. 
Wouldn't have missed It for 
anything.

"It seems there is some misappre-

"about this boys' reserve. 
There is 
nothing about it that makes the vol- 
unteer open to military service. 
Each 
boy will be paid the full market value 
for his services and he v.ill receive all 
the protection necessary. 
It is pos- 
sible that the necessity of each boy 
taking the oath of allegiance is in the 
way and creates an impression that 
there is some intention to make the 
boy a soldier, but such is not the fact. 
Every man who enters the civil service 
of the government in any way has to 
ta3:e the oath of allegiance."

have 
agreed to serve on an executive com- 
mittee for the reserves. 
They are C. 
A. Wilding, George W. Beers, Rabbi 
W-einstein, H. G. Hogan and C. R. 
Lane. 


Asa J. Smith, of Wabash, state or- 
ganizer, who addressed the 
meeting 
at the high school, explained in detail 
the purpose and plans of the Boys' 
Working Reserve. 
He said that as a 
reward for faithful service the govern- 
ment 
had 
prepared 
special 
bronze 
medals to be given to the boys and in 
case of special service, a bar will be 
added to this medal. 
Mr. Smith said 
further that working hours would be 
so arranged in every case that they 
would not interfei-e with school work. 
He said that if parents decide that it 
is not wise for their sons to continue 
in the service a written order will re- 
lease thein.

Byron Somers Speaks There 
Under Auspices of State 
Council of Defense. 


(Special to The Sentinel.) 


Columbia City, Ind., Sept. 28.—Over 
300 people of Whitley county heard 
the speeches of the "flying squadron" 
of state council of defense orators who 
spoke at the Commercial club here 
Wednesday evening. 
Judge Wilkie, of 
Elwood, a native born German, gave 
his impressions of German autocracy 
during the first twelve years of his 
life spent in German.^and Judge Egge- 
man, of Fort Wayne, stirred evei-yone 
with his impressive eloquence.

(Review.) 


LESSON TEXT—Daniel 9:8-19. 
GOLDEN TEXT—The Lord is merciful 
and grracioua, slow to anger, and plen- 
teous In mercy.—Psalms 103:8. 


A profitable way to spend the hour 
would be to make a study of Daniel's 
prayer as recorded In the lesson as- 
sitrned for our reading today, and have 
the lessons of the quarter as illustra- 
tions of the goodness and severity of 
God. 
Announcement of the plan may 
be made the Sunday before, and the 
different lessons of the quarter 
as- 
signed to different members of 
the 
class to tell how they bear upon the 
topic of the lesson for this week. 
A 
broad analysis of Daniel's prayer is as 
follows: 


I. Confession of the Nation's Sins 


( w . 3:15). 
The circumstances of this 
prayer were extraordinary. 
The crisis 
was so serious that Daniel sought after 
prayer to the Lord with fasting, sack- 
cloth and ashes. In his confession the 
people's sins are placed In contrast 
with (Jod's righteousness. He acknowl- 
edges that their sorrows and sufferings 
justly belong to them. 
Daniel, 
the 
holy man against whom there Is no 
record of wrongdoing, includes himself 
with his people. 


II. Supplication for Mercy and For- 
giveness (vv. 16-10). 
He pleads for 
God's anger and fury to turn away, and 
his remembrance of the Holy City and 
his chosen people. 
The Lord's honor 
was at stake. He confesses that Israel 
had no merit, were utterly destitute of 
righteouness. and pleads con.«!ideratlon 
on the ground of covenant relationship. 


Another way to conduct the review 
would be to ask different members of 
the class to report on the different les- 
sons by giving the vital and central 
teaching of each. 
The following are 
suggested as vital teachings of 
the 
several les-ions: 


Lesson 1. God Is absolutely 
holy, 
therefore those who have been sancti- 
fied by fire from the heavenly altar are 
qualified for his service. 


Lesson 2. He who turns away from 
the Lord shall be Judged by the Lord. 


Lesson 3. In Hezeklah's reformatory 
work the Passover Feast was restored, 
showing that the onJy way to get peo- 
ple to return to God Is to gather them 
around the Gross of Christ—the Atone- 
ment by Blood. 


Lesson 4. Though our unfaithfulness 
and cowardice have shamefully humili- 
ated us, we should turn to God In 
prayer. 


Lesson 
God's gracious Invitation 
Is extended to all without money and 
without price. 


Lesson 6. No matter how wicked one 
may have been In his appstasy from : 
God, if he sincerely repents. God will j 
be found of him, 
I 


Lesson 7. Regardless of one's age 
and experience, God can use him In 
doing mighty work if he will but open 
his heart unto him. 


Lesson 8. The Word of God found 
and read will mightily convict of sin, 
and tran.i!form one's life and environ- 
ment. 


Lesson 9. God's predictions as to the 
captivity of Israel were fulfilled to the 
letter. 
Nothing 
shall 
fall 
of 
that 
which God has said he will do. 


Le.cson 10. Jehovah Is the shepherd 
of captive Israel, and will surely gather 
thpm out from their wanderings and 
save them. 


Lesson 11. One should be unflinch- 
ingly loyal to God under all circum- 
stances. 


Lessons 12 and 13. God Is able to de- 
liver those who tnist him, from fire 
and from wild beasts. 


When God Probes. 


God loves us too much to let what 
would hurt us stay with us. 
So, be- 
cause of this love, he himself is will- 
ing to hurt us In order to save us from 
the greater hurt. 
Probing Is done In 
order to get rid of something 
that 
would injure. 
And so, as Prebendary 
Webster has said: 
"Do not be afraid 
of God's probing. 
He never wounds 
except to heal. 
He never humbles ex- 
cept to exalt. 
Do let God deal with 
you; do not be afraid of his probing." 
Most of us have been afraid of It; we 
may be dreading It just now. We shall 
not fear If we remember what kind of 
love Is back of It: that all-sacrificing 
love that died for us on the cross. So 
we can safely, gladly let ourselve.s go 
utterly Into his hands and ask those 
nall-pierced hands to do with us what 
they will. 
Then he can begin to show 
us his love as we may never yet have 
known the meaning oi love.—Sunday 
School Times.

Medical Experts Say Aalie 
Did Not Die of Starva- 
tion in Prison. 


London, 
Sept. 28.—^The death In 
Dublin 
on 
Wednesday 
of 
Thomaa 
Ashe, a Sinn Fein leader, reported to 
have been due to voluntary starvation, 
according to a dispatch to the Dally 
Mail from Dublin, 
has 
accentuated 
painfully the difClculties 
underlying 
the surface of Irish politics and Sinn 
Fein opinion is inflamed seriously. 


Ashe's body, dressed in the uniform 
of the Irish volunteers, lies in state in 
a Dublin hospital and there may be a 
public funeral on Sunday. 


It is said that other Sinn Fein lead- 
ers in the hospital prison, where Ashe 
died, are in a dangerous condition. At 
the inquest Thursday into the death of 
Ashe, 
Professor 
McMeeney 
testified 
that the postmortem examination at 
which 
several 
ofher 
doctors 
were 
present, showerl that Ashe did not die 
of hunger. 


The body was not emaciated and 
there was an abundance of food in the 
stomach. 
Death, he said, was due to 
syncope, arising partly 
from 
heart 
trouble and partly from an intense 
congestion of the lungs. 
Ashe's heart, 
he added, was abnormal and he would 
be apt to succumb to any sudden shpck 
or prolonged struggle. 


Dr. McKenna, a hospital surgeon, 
testified that Ashe told him after he 
had been fed forcibly on Tuesday that 
he had collapsed from a fit of cough- 
ing.

THE TERRIBLE TRUTH ABOUT 
BLOODY SUNDAY IN RUSSIA 


Bussell and Duncan and the 
Rest of the American Com- 
mission Refused to "Run 
for Their Lives," and Saw 
the Simply Awful Spec- 
tacle of Democracy in 
Song, Speech and Parade.

I was telling you, if you remember, 
of these Russian scare 
stories 
and 
wild-eyed fakes about impending dis- 
aster, how easily they are made, and 
what they amount to. 


About 8 o'clock on the morning of 
Saturday, June 30, hysteria was do- 
ing a pretty lively business around the 
Winter Palace. 


The next day was to be the grand 
open sweepstakes free-for-all demon- 
stration day for all the nation, and 
ruin and devastation were to mark its 
awful coursé. 
Five hundred thousand 
or a million or two million low com- 
mon persons were to parade the streets 
flrat, blow up the Winter Palace next 
and then with curses fling our mangled 
remains into the Neva. 
Various gen- 
tlemen 
ot the English-speaking col- 
ony 
ran about in a 
state of 
uncon- 
trollable emotion. 
A special train was 
hastily provided for the commission to 
take us into Finland and safety over 


Sunday, and we were told to be ready 
to depart that evening at 8 o'clock. 


"You can't tell what might happen," 
was the favorite wisdom of the excited 
ones. 
"With all these violent persons 
let loose and armed there will certain- 
ly be scenes of terrible slaughter and 
your only safety is to get out of the 
city until the rioting has ceased." 


If any of us protested or said that 
perhaps not quite everybody in Petro- 
grad that day was to be put to death 
he was told with pitying condescen- 
sion that he knew nothing about Rus- 
sia. 


"We that have lived here so many 
years or all our lives or some other 
interesting period, we know Russia, 
and we tell you that It Is absolutely 
dangerous for you to be in Petrograd. 
You can't tell what might happen." 


Jim Duncan, who is about as sub- 
ject to scares as a wooden Indian is to 
ohillblains, remarked that so far as he 
was concerned if he went out of Petro- 
grad that day it would be feet first He 
said that if there waa going to be any 
fireworks he wanted to see them, be- 
cause he hadn't seen- any in a long 
time that were really good, and fire- 
works were his fancy. 
Also he said 
that if the working people of Russia 
were of thé kind that riots, ruins and 
revels in bloodshed, he has sieed them 
up all wrong, and ought to stand by 
and take notes on his mistake so that 
he shouldn't make It again. 
Also he 
said that in the course of his interest- 
ing visit to Russia he hadn't noticed 
that the gentlemen now performing 
the hysteria stunt were world beaters 
as Infallible guides about Russian af- 
fairs, and if they said he was aborit to 
have his throat cut he would take his

chances that they had the wrong dope. 


Anyway, it was NIPC on that special 
train, and gents from 
the 
English- 
speaking colony lamented all day our 
foolhardiness and consigned us to an 
early and unmarked grave. When even- 
ing came they returned to the charge 
with triumphant vigor, certain now that 
they should be able to save our lives in 
spite of ourselves. 
Conclusive evidence 
had been discovered that the terrible 
Bolshevics planned to attack the palace 
and destroy us. 
The evidenco was 
in 
the hands of the government, which was 
convinced that we had better get out of 
the city. 
The special train had been re- 
engaged and would leave at midnight 
from the Finland station. 
Pack up your 
hand baggage in a Inirry and get down 
to the station lest the bloodthirsty Bol- 
shevics discover 
they are 
about to be 
cheated of their prey and begin the mas- 
sacre tonight. 


Jim and I had a speaking engagement 
that night to address 6,000 soldiers at a 
big Coney Island kind of a place outside 
the city, so we missed a lot of this show, 
but those that got the whole of it told me 
afterward it was fine, and the excited 
persons that always go around seeing 
visions of wholesale murder and Russia 
sunk in a sea of disorder, did a great turn 
and well worth the price of admission. 


We got back from our spealdng stunt 
about 3 a. m. and turned out at 8 to see 
the horrible outrages begin. A vast anpy 
of people was already moving down the 
Nevaky 
Prospeckt 
accompanied 
with 
bands. 
I never saw so many bands in 
any one place, and didnH know there 
were so many in all Petrograd, but the 
explanation of the mystery was simple. 
They were the regimental bands of the 
garrison and the nearby troops. As soon 
as they heard about the demonstration 
they volunteered to furnish the musk, 
and certainly did a good job. 


There was one fact about these bands 
that struck me first as remarkaUe and 
then as very significant. 


They played only two tunes. 
Behind them marched in broad, straight 
TOWS men, women and children. From 
early momingointil 2 p. m. they marched 
up one street and down another until 
they came to the great Field of Mar|, the 
old parade ground of the troops, and 
present colossal Speech Vent of Petro- 
grad. 


Between the playing of the bands they 
relieved their souls by singing. 
Also by 
carrjring bi^nners 
expressive of 
their 
emotions. "Let the council be iu- 
was the faforiie 
text,^ ' Sòme 


the world, some demanded that all +he 
warring nations should lay down their 
arms, some demanded the vigorous prose- 
cution of the war. 


All of the banners were red and white 
except the banners in the tiny anarchist 
section. They were black. 


Six hours they marched like this. 
There was not a disturbance, not a 
sign of riot, not an altercation, not a 
row. 
No blood was shed and no shots 
fired. 
Except in the songs and an oc- 
casional cheer, 
there 
was no voice 
raised. 


When they reached the Field 
of 
Mars they piled up their banners on 
the graves of the men and women that 
fell in the revolution, broke up into 
groups and listened to oratory until 
4 p. m. 
ihen they went home. 


It is true that at one stage of the 
proceedings a very large detachment 
made a move toward the winter pal- 
ace, where the,American commission 
was quartered. 


They came to 
cheer 'the "Ameri- 
canskies" until they were hoarse, to 
serenade us with their fine bands and 
to return 
our 
acknowledgments by 
waving their 
caps 
In 
the 
air and 
shouting their cheerful salutations. 


A group stopped Ambassador Fran- 
cis in his carriage in a side street and 
cheered him unti^ he stood up and 
made them a craoking good speech 
and then they cheered him some more. 


So ended this terrible day of riot 
and bloodshed. 
There wasn't even an 
arrest, and the nearest approach to 
any fireworks that Jim Duncan got a 
chance to sçe was 
the match that 
lighted my cifar. 
Jim doesn't smoke, 
that being the only blot upon his oth- 
erwise excellent character. 


But 
about 
those 
two tunes 
the 
bands played all day. 


One was the "Marseillaise" and the 
other was the "International." 
That 
was all. 
First thç "Marseillaise," then 
the "International;" then the "Mar- 
seillaise," then, the 
"International." 
And~when the bands let up the peo- 
ple sang them, first the "Marseillaise," 
then the "International." 


Some day, wasn't it?

solicitor and by them incorporated in 
the law.

With 
British Forces 
in 
Salonikl. 
-Aug. 20. — (Correspondence.) — This 
fls the story of how geese of Kale-Zir 
gave the warning and saved a British 
[•detachment. 


When the Bulgars left their native 
fastnesses - and came down into 
the 
plains, their advance was halted by a 
certain famous river and a 
historic 
lake. 
A British company was hold- 
ing the upper lake, for it was divided 
into two parts connected by the river. 
The company was charged with 
re- 
sponsibility for the upper lake 
and 
Ave miles of the connecting stream as 
f a r as Kale-Zir. 
They had 
absolute 
command of the lake, thanks to the 
motorboats, and a crossing there was 
inconceivable, 
but 
the 
river 
flowed 
through a maze of reeds and swamps 
and fori^sts, most parts of which ap- 
peared absolutely Impenetrable from 
the British side. 
A feeling of com- 
parative safety pervaded the British 
camp. 


Then one evening the orderly officer 
set out f r o m the camp on. his bicycle 
to visit two 
outposts 
up 
the 
river, 
nearly two miles from the camp. 
It 
was very dark. 
As he neared the sen- 
try, he heard the movement of wings, 
and distinguished flock after flock of 
ducks flying f r o m their 
night 
rest 
.among the reeds. 


"Looks odd," he remarked to the 
sentry. 
Then to a sergeant, "I'll take 
one man, sergeant, 
and 
we'll 
cycle 
down the path and have a look." 


The path ran a quarter of a mile 
along the marsh and then 
died 
an j 
abrupt death in 
a 
stifling fence of : 
reeds. 
The ofCicer and his orderly dis- ; 
mounted 
and 
listened.

discern over in the swamp a long line i 
of men in single fjle.

Back at the picket post, the orderly 
sent a man to warn the camp, while 
he remained behind to keep the enemy 
raiders under observation. 


The 
raiders 
were 
two 
hundred 
strong, under command of a German 
OfCicer. 
They kept to the path until 
just before it came 
into a 
clearing. 
Then they halted and prepared to at- 
tack. 
They got into a loose sort of 
open order and came on quickly. 
At 
that moment the British officer fired 
four shots. 
Immediately a light over 
the 
British 
camp 
appeared. 
The 
glare was dazzling. 
There was a mo- 
ment's silence and then a roar of fire. 
It was a complete surprise. 
The raid- 
ers were bunched 
close, 
and 
must 
have had fifty casuallties in the first 
fusillade. 
They made no attempt to 
resists, but flung everything away and 
made for the maize fields. 


The first person picked up was the 
German officer in charge of the en- 
terprise. who had been hit in the thigh. 
Altogether there were 25 dead and 58 
wounded, while 35 more surrendered 
during the morning at different places 
and more kept giving themselves up 
for several days. 
Probably not more 
than five or six ever got back to the 
Bulgar lines.

and a whole shipload of other largo 
Implements left New York on the first 
of the Greek liners to sail since the 
entente blockade was raised. 


A company with $8,000,000 capital, 
has just been founded to carry on this 
development of Macedonia and Thes- 
saly. 
It is chiefly Gi-eek monf-y. with 
some French and American. 
But iiart 
of the plan called for utilizing modern 
American inethods, by which farming 
Is conducted in the western states on 
a huge scale.' 
The ancient 
methods 
of ploughing- and harvesting still pre- 
vail in Thc-s.saly and lower Greece, and 
this will be th:* first time that the big 
eteam farm n a c t o r s have been oper- 
ated here on a large scale. 
Even the 
primitive wooden plough i.s used

many peasants, but at Vplo, in Thes- * 
saly, iron and steel ploughs; have been ' 
turned out for some time past.

FIGHTING F I R E IN ATHENS. 


Water Hauled to the Blage in Huge 
Taiiks. 


Athens, Sept. 28.—There was a fire 


on the main street of Athens the 
other day which permitted one to see 
the Athenian fire department in full 
action. 
First came a huge tank of 
water drawn by horses. 
There is no 
water from fire hydrants, for water is 
very scarce and people are not permit- 
tee )to take baths. 
So tlie fire depart- 
ment brings the tank of water to each 
fire, and the fire is held down as long 
as the tank holds out. Back of the 
tank comes one of the venerable hand- 
pumping 
devices 
which 
Benjamin 
Franklin introduced w^hen he started 
the volunteer 
fire 
organizations in 
America. 
Still the Athenian fire de- 
partment has a good record, mainly 
because Athens is built of stone and 
cannot burn. 


The day after the fire the huge tank 
was seen on the same street laying 
the dust, and It was explained 
that 
the 
fire 
department 
was also the 
street-sprinkling department. 


Acre Devoted to Fish Pond 
Can Be Made to Yield 
$200 Annually. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 28.—^The possi- 
bility of netting |200 a year from fish 
raised on a area of an acre of water 
Is explained in a statement by E. C. 
Shireman, state flsh and gam« com- 
missioner. 
Although 
the 
commis- 
sioner sets forth that the care neces- 
sary to clear $200 on an acre of water 
in a year is more than would be re- 
quired for raising a crop on an acre 
of land, the profit is greater and the 
cost of future production is less. 


The time necessary for the best, re- 
sults after stocking the pond is three 
years. 
Mr. Shireman's statement Is 
based on experiments in Kansas in a 
circular pond which had an area of 
about one acre. 
The. pond was shal- 
low near the edges and sloping toward 
the center to a depth of six feet. For 
the most part the bottom was of mud. 
Stocking the pond was the greatest 
task, and after that little was done ex- 
cept to provide food for the flsh for 
three years. 


About 10,000 
yearling 
flsh—black 
bass, croppie, blue gill, sunfish, bull- 
head catfish, and a few gold 
fish—were 
placed in the pond in the spring of the 
first year. 
Some of the flsh were too 
small for anything except food for 
the larger 
fish. The next year 1,500 
two-year-old croppies were added, to 
gether with 2,000 bull-head castflsh. 
Later enough of the various 
kinds 
were added to make the total put in 
about 15,000. 


The food for the flsh included 500 
pounds of chopped liver, 600 pounds 
chopped 
flsh — mostly 
carp — 300 
pounds of chopped corn, 50 pounds 
Kafir corn, and 50 pounds of bread 
and table scraps. This food cost about 
$105 for the three years. 


The pond was kept as nearly at the 
same level as possible. 
In the spring 
of the third year the pond was lowered 
and a stream 
of clear 
water run 
through while the 
fish 
were 
being 
taken out to prevent injui-y to the fish 
by the mud. The fish were all remov- 
ed by seines of varying size. 
In all 
26,448 flsh were taken from the pond 
and they weighed a total 
of 
6,799 
pounds. 
Counting out the amount 
spent for food which might be reduced 
in many Instances on the farm, the 
total profit for the three years was 
more than $600. 


The commissioner states that on al- 
most every farm is a place where a 
small fish pond might be made at lit- 
tle cost, especially if there is a spring 
to provide sufficient fresh water. Such 
a pond would not only provide 
flsh 
for the table throughout t h e year 
but should provide a profitable invest- 
ment, according to the commissioner. 


The flsh and game commission has 
well under way plans for taking from 
the streams, 
near 
Indianapolis, the 
larger so-called "coarse" flsh, which 
experts say can be prepared into pala- 
table food. The flsh are to be sold at 
low pi-ices to the public. 
If 
plans 
work out successfully they will be put 
into effect in other parts of the state.

Saw Germans Bomb Hospitals 


HOOSIER'S WAR STORY. 


A two-hour bi mb attack from the 


air on a French hospital is de- 
scribed in the accompanying article 
by Alfred Thompson, a Rensselaer 
Ind., man now serving as an ambu- 
lance driver In France. In this at- 
tack the German airmen dropped 
some forty bombs, some of which 
were incendiary, setting flre to the 
wooden hospital buildings. Manyv 
wounded men were killed by the 
bombs and others were burned to 
death, while hospital attendants and 
others were victims of the raiders. 


Mr. Thompson tells the story in a 


letter to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Delos Thompson, of Eensselaer. 


Of course, soldiers can get along -without

Yesterday was a big day, the big- 


gest for me that I have had in France. 
We have been waiting for a call any 
hour for the past four weeks and yes- 
terday afternoon we got it. TVe have 
been living in our cars, you know, 
sleeping on our stretchers with all our 
baggage in the car. 


When the order came we had to get 


everything' out of our cars, tho stretch- 
ers slung, see if everything was ship- 
shape, and be ready to leave in ten 
minutes. It was some hustle but we 
did it and -were one of the first in line 
ready to start. "We were called to one 
of tho triage hospitals, which are the 
hospitals to which the wounded are 
taken from the post de cours (first line 
hospital, preparatory to being picked 
up by the ambulance drivers), which 
aro very close to the trenches. 


The hospital we went to was about 


eight or nine miles back of the front 
lines and we supposed we were to do 
evacuation work, that is, carry the 
blesses (tho wounded) from there way 
back to a base hospital. We stopped 
once on our way and when we tried 
to crank tho car again waJjouldn't get 
any results at all.

to make the drive to the base hospital, 
about forty kilos (twenty-five miles). 
By tho time our turn came there were 
no more blesses to load so we waited. 
In the meantime we had seen two sep- 
arate groups of German prisoners 
marched past. They had Just been 
captured and seemed glad to be pris- 
oners so they could get out of the 
trenches. There was an awful lot of 
them. 


We waited and waited for our loads, 


but nothing happened. Meanwhile all 
the other cars had gone, leaving only 
five. Finally about 8:30 in the even- 
ing, 
they asked us in and gave us 


some supper and tea and wine in the 
hospital. It certainly tasted good. 


Bodies Bomb Hospital. 


After that we thought we would gq, 


but they did not load us and we pulled 
out a couple of stretchers and BO me 
blankets and made a bed on the 
ground, as we thought we might be 
there all night. I was lying almost 
asleep when all of a sudden from the 
sky I heard the roar of an aeioplane 
motor, then a tremendous boom and 
felt the whole hospital building shake, 
then a great flash. 


Immediately the rockets began to fly 


and the guns to boom anfi several 
searchlights began piercing the sky 
in search of the Boche plane. He had 
been high in the air, and had shut off 
his motor and coasted slightly down to 
a very low level, probably two or three 
hundred yards, then 
dropped his 


bomb, turned on his motor and was 
off like a shot before the place was 
awake. 


The whole place was soon alive, the 


sky was filled with bursting shells, 
rockets, warning Ro_man candles and 
searchlights. I rushed to the building 
as soon as I could and crouched 
against the wall, as everyone else in 
the whole place did. We thought il 
was a pretty close shave, and thought 
probably It was a single Boehe plane 
which had sneaked up trying to de- 
molish the aviation camp, but It was 
mild to what was coming.

Sky Filled With Airplanea, 


There were several alrplano fields I 


thero and the sky was flllod with air- 
planes. Several times we could see tho 
French shooting at Boche planes over 
us and every few minutes a piano 
would rise from the field and soar off. 


We, Deo and I, walked up to the hos- 


pital and the first tent we looked into 
was jammed with Boche wounded. 
They were a sorry, gory eight. Men 
with no chins, one eye, one arm or leg, 
shot to pieces and covered with bloody 
rags. Their uniforms were torn and 
covered with mud and blood. It cer- 
tainly was a ghastly sight, We walked 
on up to the rest of the buildings and 
looked in. 


Some were filled with Bocho wound- 


ed, others with French, most of them 
just recently brought in with the rough 
dressings they receive at tho post de 
secours, They all bore it well, though 
and there was very little groaning or 
moaning. 


Then we walked up to where they 


were loading and discharging cars. The 
cars were coming in with loads of 
from three to five wounded, in a steady 
stream.- It was my first real glimpse 
of the horror of the war and it was 
very pitiful. 


Germans Glad to Be Taken. 


The cars ot our section drove up ana 


were loaded with five couches 


Second Bomb Hits Hospital. 


The searchlights tried to find it 


but didn't seem to do any good ar. 
suddenly it swooped down, and ther 
was a blinding flash, a tremendou 
roar, and again we sought cover b 
lying flat on our faces on The groun 
against a wall. 
The bomb thre 


stones and dirt all around us and a. 
we looked up we saw it had struc 
ono of the hospital buildings a hun 
dred yards away. 


It was an Incendiary bomb and in 


iialf a minute tho whole building, 
wooden, of course, was a roaring mass 
of flames. I never say fire envelop a 
building so quickly In my life. The 
blazo lit up the whole country for a 
mile or more and wo and the hospital 
were plainly visible to the attacking 
planes. 
The fire they had started 


mado a splendid target for the planea 
and they proceeded to make good use 
ot it. 


There must have been a whole lot 


of planes. For a while all would be 
quiet and people started to resume 
th«ir usual work, and wo started out 
to watch the lire. 
Then we would 


hear, sometimes seo, a plane in tho 
air, the warning rockets and guns 
would begin to pop, and wo would see 
the plane swoop down, a moment of 
deadly silence, then another terrific 
crash and again we would lie prone 
while the debris, etc., fell all sround 
us on the buildings, 


Attack Ijaats Two Hours. 


They kept that up for two hours at 


intervals of a few minutes, and we nil 
felt that at last we wero sscing gome 
real war at first hand. Then we wero 
called'to line up pur cars and. receive 


our blesses, most of whom, If not all, 
had been hurt in the bombardment, 
and to evacuate them to another hos- 
pital fifteen miles away. 
We did so 


Just as' our car was filled the cry 


went around that gas was coming from 
the bombs dropped. We didn't hesi- 
tate much in putting on our masks, 
and every one In the place did like- 
wise. The bombs were pretty bad, but 
the cry of "gas" was the last straw, 
as it is fearful stuff, and I endured 
the terrible smell of the mask and 
the uncomfortable feeling of it with 
gladness and I was mighty glad we 
had them. 


After our car was loaded with its 


load o£ wrecked bodies we had to wait 
. 


for the other four cars to load. 
It 


took a good deal of time and It was 
nervous work sitting in the car with 
the engine running waiting either to 
go or be bombed. 


Ou Duty Under Fire. 


Finally, the order came to move and 


we pulled out and passed the still 
flaming building, past a dead horse 
that had been fearfully mangled, out 


n the road. We eould still hear the 


;anes above and every now and then 
terrific explosion, or a great flash of 
ght, according to whether the bomb 
as just explosive or incendiary as 
'ell. 


One I saw strike a little ways off in 
field and a great column of stones 
nd dirt shot skyward. Finally, we 
vere off and it was with a sigh of 
elief that we saw the glow of the 
ire Jade in the distance and as we 
reathed fresh air again without our 
nasks. 


Every now and then we could see the 


Hash of the incendiary bombs. They 
ighted up the road for us for a couple 
of miles or more. Of course we drove 
without lights and did not find It so 
vary difficult, either, although we had 
to drive very slowly. We flnally ar- 
rived without further excitement at 
the hospital that was our destination 
and discharged our wounded. 


Most of the cars had received their 


wounded at the hospital wo just came 
from during the bombardment. One 
of the cars had two dead men in It 
when they arrived, but ours were all 
alive, but some had terrifying holes in 
them. 
After we had received eur 


stretchers and blesse' blankets back 
we proceeded back to our old camp 
and arrived about 3 a. m., tired and 
sleepy, and no longer filled with any 
looking at the men in the hospital, and 
having no longer the rather scornful 
idea of the effect of the air raids. 


WoTmfled. Aro Bnrncd to Death, 
This morning we heard they drop- 


ped some forty bombs. Many of the 
wounded in the hospital were burned 
to death, as they couldn't move and ' 
there was no time for the others to 
take them out. It was not over a min- 
ute at the most after the bomb struck, 
that tho whole sky was a mass of 
flames.

THE TERRIBLE TRUTH ABOUT 


BLOODY SUNDAY IN RUSSIA 


'.Russell and Duncan and the 


Best of the American 
Com- 


mission Eefused to "Run 


for Their Lives," and Saw 
the Simply Awful Spec- 
tacle of Democracy in 
Song, Speech and Parade. 


BY CHARLES EDWARD JUJSSELL. 


I was telling you, if you remember, 


of these Russian scare stories and 
wild-eyed fakes about impending dis- 
aster, how easily they are made; and 
what they amount to. 


About 8 o'clock on the morning of 


Saturday, June 30, hysteria was do- 
ing a pretty lively business around the 
Winter Palace. 


The next day was to be the grand 


open sweepstakes free-for-all demon- 
stration day for all the nation, and 
ruin and devastation were to mark its 


• awful course. Five hundred thousand 
or a million or two million low com- 
mon persons were to parade the streets 
first, blow up the Winter Palace next 
and then with curses fling our mangled 
remains into the Neva. Various gen- 
tlemen of the English-speaking col- 
ony ran about in a state of uncon- 
trollable emotion. A special train was 
hastily provided for tho commission to 
take us into Finland and safety over 


Sunday, and we were tola to be ready 
to depart that evening at S o'clock. 


"You can't tell what might happen," 


was the favorite wisdom of the excited 
ones. "With all these violent persons 
let loose and armed there will certain- 
ly be scenes of terrible slaughter and 
your only safety is to get out of the 
city until the rioting has ceased." 


If any of us protested or said that 


perhaps not quite everybody in Petro- 
grad that day was to be put to death 
he was told with pitying condescen- 
sion that he knew nothing about Rus- 
sia. 
v 


"We that have lived hero so many 


years or all our lives or some other 
interesting period, we know Russia, 
and we tell you that it is absolutely 
dangerous for you to be in Petrograd. 
You can't tell what might happen." 


Jim Duncan, who is about as sub- 


ject to scares as a wooden Indian is to 
chillblains, remarked that so far as he 
was concerned if he went out of Petro- 
grad that day it would bo feet first. He 
said that if there was going to be any 
flreworks ho wanted to see them, be- 
cause he hadn't seen any in a long 
time that were really good, and fire- 
works were his fancy. Also he said 
that if the working people of Russia 
were of the kind that riots, ruins and 
revels in bloodshed, he has sized them 
up all wrong, and ought to stand by 
and take notes on his mistake so that 
he shouldn't make it again. Also he 
said that in tho course of his interest- 
ing visit to Russia he hadn't noticed 
that the gentlemen now performing 
the hysteria stunt were world beaters 
as Infallible guides about Russian af- 
fairs, and if they said he was about to 
have hts throat cut ho would take his

:hances that they had the wrong dope. 


Anyway, it .was NIX on that special 


train, and gents from the English- 
speaking colony lamented all day our 
foolhardiness and consigned us to an 
early and unmarked grave. When even- 
ing came they returned to the charge 
with triumphant vigor, certain now that 
they should be able to save our lives in 
spite of ourselves. Conclusive evidence 
had been discovered that the terrible 
Bolshevics planned to attack the palace j 
and destroy us. The evidence was in' 
the hands of the government, which was | 
convinced that we had better get out of 
the city. The special train had been re- 
engaged and would leave at midnight 
from the Finland station. Pack up your 
hand baggage in a hurry and get down 
to the station lest the bloodthirsty Bol- 
shevics discover they are about to be 
cheated of their prey and begin the mas- 
sacre tonight. 


Jim and I had a speaking engagement 


that night to address 6,000 soldiers at a 
big Coney Island kind of a place outside 
the city, so we missed a lot of this show, 
but those that got the whole of it told me 
afterward it was fine, and the excited 
persons that always go around seeing 
visions of wholesale murder and Russia 
sunk in a sea of disorder, did a great turn 
arid well worth the price of admission. 


We got back from our speaking stunt 


about 3 a. m. and turned out at S to see 
the horrible outrages begin. A vast army 
of people was already moving down the 
Nevsky Prospcckt 
accompanied with 


bauds. I never saw so many bands in 
any one place, and didn't know there 
were so many in all Petrognul. but the 
explanation of th°e mystery was simple. 
They were the regimental bands of the 
garrison and the nearby troops. As soon 
as they heard about the demonstration 
they volunteered to furnish the music, 
and certainly did a good job. • 


There wag one fact about these bands 


that struck me first as remarkable and 
.then as very significant. 


They played only two tunes. 
Behind them marched in broad, straight 


rows men, women and children. From 
early morning until 2 p. m. they marched 
up one street ami down another until 
they came f o the great Field of Mars, the

All of the banners were red and white 


except the banners in the tiny anarchist 
Sfcction. They were black. 


Six hours they marched like this. 


There was not a disturbance, not a 
sign of riot, not an altercation, not a 
row. No blood was shed and no shots 
fired. Except in the songs and an oc- 
casional cheer, 
there 
was no voice 


raised. 


When they reached the Field of 


Mars they piled up their banners on 
the graves of the men and women that 
fell in tho revolution, broke up into 
groups and listened to oratory until 
4 p. m. Then they went home.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—A, 


military censorship, with power to 
suppress newspapers, is again before 
congress. A paragraph in the "trad- 
ing with the enemy" bill now in con-. 
ference, it is claimed, would give the 
postmaster general power to suppress 
any publication voicing sentiment ha 
disapproved. 


The paragraph was sent to the con- 


ferees by the postoffice department 
solicitor and by them incorporated in 
the law. But when the conference re- 
port came to the house Friday, Sep- 
tember 21, it was objected to by half 
a dozen members and went ovar under 
the rul . 


The liew legislation proposes that, 


after any publication has been de? 
prived o£ its second-class 
mailing 


privileges under a postoffice interpre- 
tation of the espionage act, it shall be 
unlawful to circulate the publication in 
any other fashion. The wording is: 


"Or to transport, carry or otherwiM 


publish or distribute any matter which 
is made non-mailable by the provi- 
sions of the act relating to espionage 
approved June 15, 1917." 


Under the above act ths postoffice 


department, through Solicitor Lamar, 
has suppressed a dozen publications, 
including Max Eastman's The Masses. 
The department holds up the papers 
as non-mailable and then withdraws 
the second-class mailing privilege on 
the ground that they are not mailed 
"regularly."

Aue. 20. — (Correspondence.) —This | 
"Is the story of how geese of Kale-Zlr i 
gave the warning and saved a British j 
detachment. 


When the Bulgars left their native 


fastnesses and came down into the 
plains, their advance was halted by a 
certain famous river and a historic 
ake. 
A British company was hold- 


ng the upper lake, for it was divided 
nto two parts connected by the river, 
'he company was charged with ra- 
por.sibllity for the upper lake and 
five miles of the connecting stream as 
ar as Kale-Zlr. They had absolute 
ommand o£ the lake, thanks to the 
motorboats. and a crossing there was 
nconcelvable, but the river flowed 
through a maze of reeds and swamps 
and for»sts, most parts of which ap- 
peared absolutely impenetrable from

At 
hat moment the British officer fired 
'our shots. Immediately a light over 
.he British camp appeared. 
The 


glare was dazzling. There was a mo- 
ment's silence and then a roar of fire. 
It was a complete surprise. The raid- 
ors were bunched close, and must 
lave had fifty castiallties in the first 
lualllade. They made no attempt to 
resists, but flung everything away and 
made for the maize fields. 


The first person picked up was the 


German officer in chiirge of the en- 
terprise, who had been hit in the thigh. 
Altogether there were 25 dead and 58 
wounded, while 35 more surrendered 
during the morning at different places 
and more kept giving themselves up 
for several days. Probably not more 
than five or six ever got back to the 
Bulgar lines.

Will Tear Soil of Macedonia 


and Thessaly With Plows 


Made Here. 


Athens, Aug. 22.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—American 
agricultural machinery is to be used 
on a huge scale to develop the rich 
agricultural resources of Macedonia 
and Thessaly, which have lain for ages 
In an undeveloped state. One of the 
largest order ever given by Greece has 
just been placed with United States 
converns, and the first shipments of 
200 farm tractors, 1,500 auto-rakes, 
and a whole shipload of other large 
implements left New York on the first 
of the Greek liners to sail since the 
entente blockade was raised. 


A company with $8,000,000 capital 


has just been founded to carry on this 
development of Macedonia and Thes 
ealy. It is chiefly Greek money, will 


• Borne French and American. But par 


of the plan called for utilizing modern 
American methods, by which farming 
Ja conducted in the western states on 
a huge scale. 'The ancient methods j 
of ploughing and harvesting still pre- 
vail in Thessaly and lower Greece, and 
this will be the first time that the big 
Bteam farm tractors have been oper- 
ated here on a large scale. Even the 


. primitive wooden plough is used by 


many peasants, but at Volo, in Thes- 
ealy, iron and steel ploughs have been 
turned out for some time past. • 


This development of the Balkan 


graneries on a large scale is one of 
the necessities forced on Europe by 
the. war. 
All of the countries have 


suddenly realized that they could not 
ieed themselves in the pinch of war. 
Greece alone has bought about $15,- 


• 000,000 worth of grain every year 


from the United States, Russia and 
Bulgaria. 
"With these countries cut 


off by submarines and war conditions,' 
Greece is now trying to get wheat from 
India. The other Balkan states are in 
the same condition. They have lots 
of idle land but are feeding themselves 
from America, and beyond seas. 


The formation of this new company 


has resulted from this determination, 


encouraged by the government, to de- 
velop the fortil« iiulkiui regions so 
that Greece and the other Balkan 
countries may hope to be self-support- 
ing f.nd even contribute to the grain 
supply of the rest of Kurope. Mace- 
donia virtually is a virgin soil, very 
rich, ami capable of large crops. Th«

mands high prices in the world's maj-- 
tets.

Can Be Made to Yield 


$200 Annually. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 2S.—The possi- 


bility of netting $200 a year from lish 
raised on a area of an acre of water 
:s explained In a statement by 1C. C. 
Shiremun. state nsh and gamo com- 
missioner. 
Although the 
commis- 


sioner sets forth thut the care neces- 
sary to clear $200 on an acre of w;iter 
in a year is more than would be re- 
quired for raising a crop on an acre 
of Una, the profit Is greater and the 
cost of future production Is less. 


The time necessary for the beat re- 


sults after stocking the pond is three 
years. 
Mr. Shirt-man's statement Is 


based on experiments In Kansas In a 
circular pond which had an area of 
about one acre. The pond was shal- 
low near the edges and sloping toward 
the center to a depth of six feet. For 
the most part the bottom was of mud. 
Stocking the pond was the greatest 
task, and after that little was done ex- 
cept to provide food for the fish for 
three years. 


About 10.000 yearling nsh—black 


bass, cropiiie, blue Kill, sunfish, bull- 
head cattish, and a f<-w gold fish—were 
placed In the pond in thu spring of the 
first year. Somo of the lish were too 
email for anything except food for 
the larger fish. The next year 1,000 
two-year-old croppies were added, to 
gether with 2,000 bull-head castfish. 
Later enough of the various kinds 
were added to make the total put in 
about 15,000. 


The food for the fish included 500 


pounds of chopped liver, COO pounds 
chopped fish — mostly 
carp-—300 


pounds of chopped corn, GO pounds 
Kafir corn, and 50 pounds) of broad 
and table scraps. This food cost about 
$105 
for tho three years. 


Tho pond was kept as nearly at the 


same level as possible. In the .spring 
of the third year the pond was lowered 
and a stream of clear water run 
through while the fish were being 
taken out to prevent injury to trie fish 
by tho mud. The fish were all remov- 
ed by seines of varying; size. In all 
26,-148 fish were taken from the pond 


1 and they weighed a total of

Indianapolis, 
Sept. 28.—The state 


board of education has made public 
the program for vocational education 
in Indiana as adopted 
under the 


Smith-Hughes act of congress. It now 
remains for1 the national committee 
on vocational education 
established 


under the act to sanction the Indiana 
program for it it to be in force in this 
state. 


Agriculture 
and various of 
the 


trades demanding the highest train- 
ing will be taught not only by voca- 
tional education teachers but by men 
and women actively engaged In the 
trades taught the pupils. The program 


sets out that the Instruction Is to be 
less than the college grade. 


Equipment Is specified as well as 


methods or instruction, a.nd qualifica- 
tions and training of the teachers. In 
providing . for tho industrial training 
the program announces that a study 
of the needs of a community must 


i largely 
determine what shall 
be 


A four-year course in agriculture 


is provided with not less than ono-half 
of the four years' work composed of 
agricultural subjects, each one a unit 
in itself. Close co-operation between 
the state board of education and the 
agricultural department of Purdue 
university is necessary In teaching the 
subject according to the program out- 
lined. 


The instruction is practical, farm- 


ing is to be open to persons between 
fourteen and twenty-five who are pre- 
paring for or have entered on the oc- 
cupation of agriculture. 
The amount 


of equipment and the number of sub- 
jects taught is to be determined in 
each case but a minimum cost of $126 
for a class o£ fifteen persons has been 
aet. 


Adequate special training in poultry 


raising, horticulture, dairying, soils, 
animtu husbandry and farm mechanics 
is to Be included. Practical project 
work is to be carried on every day of 
the year and the instruction is to be 
based on the actual daily problems of 
the farm. 


Teachers in such schools must have 


had five years' actual vocational 


training besides other necessary qual- 
ifications. 
The 
instruction in the 


trades and .industries is to be as thor- 
ough but must be determined largely 
by the community's needs.

GERMANY OWNS CEMETERY. 


Rome, Sept. 28.—War has drawn 


attention to the fact that the great 
Protestant cemetery in Rome, where 
are buried many distinguished for- 
eigners, including the poets, Keats and 
Shelley, ia the property o£ the German 
government, and the rentals for plots 
therein 
are still 
paid to German 


agents. More than a'centry ago Prus- 
sia was the noly non-Roman Catholic 
power represented at the Vatican. 


Therefore, it -was Prussia which ob- 
tained the concession for a cemetery 
to be used for the bodies of those not 
of the Roman faith, and the property 
still remains in the hands of the Ger- 
man government. Prominent foreign- 
ers here are now urging that the Ital- 
ian government should take over the 
cemetery and place it under British 
protection.
